People will be fined 
for failing 
to renew Civil IDs

ACCORDING to a new policy 
to be implemented by the end of 
the year, people who do not 
renew their Civil Identification 
Card after renewing their 
residence (iqama) will be fined, 
the Director-general of the 
Public Authority for Civil Iden- 
tification (Paci). Faisal AJ Shaiji 
said. 

Hus does not apply to people 
who have* registered for their 
cards but have not received them, 
AI Shaiji told the Arab Tunes 
yesterday. 

He said that a new service 
would be offered to people in 
Kuwait by the end of this year 
whereby the authority would 
notify people one month before 
the expiry of their ID card and 
another reminder would be sent 
one month after the expiry date. 

Service 


Al Shaiji mentioned that the 
ID post service could be used for 
add.ing new-born infants to Civil 
ID cards and renewal of 
residence. Changes of address 
will be added to this service in the 
near future, he said. 

Al Shaiji stressed that 
immediately after changing 
addresses, expatriates should go 


personally to the Civil ID office 
m Farwaniya with the required 
documents so the authority can 
check the exact location of the 
new address through its com- 
puter system and on maps. 

He explained that newly 
arrived non-Kuwaitis must regi- 
ster at the Farwaniya Paci office, 
providing their passports, three 
black and white photographs 
and fingerprint documents. 

The director-general emphas- 
ised that children up to the age of 
five do not require photographs 
or fingerprints for their ID cards. 
Photographs are only required 
for those between the ages of five 
and 16, while photographs and 
fingerprints are required for per- 
sons above the age of 16. 

Efficiency 

He pointed out that the 
improved efficiency at the auth- 
ority was due to the increase of i ts 
staff by 50 per cent enabling the 
distribution of cards without 
delays throughout the different 
areas ofKuwaiL 

About 3,000 cards are dis- 
tributed daily, he said, which 
include renewals, changes in 
address and first registration.

Relatives file complaints 


Hundreds of people 
missing in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO. May 22. (AP): An 
independent newspaper claimed 
today that as many as 647 cases 
of missing people have been 
reported to police in Sri Lanka 
during March and April. 

The Sunday Lakandeepa, a 
SinhaJese-language newspaper, 
said it based its report on the 
number of complaints of missing 
people filed by relatives at police 
headquarters in Colombo, the 
island's capital. 

The report did not say who 
was responsi ble or identify which 
ethnic group was affected by the 
disappearances — Sinhalese. 
Tamil or Muslim. 

“In March this year. 345 peo- 
ple have disappeared and in 
April. 302 more, according to 
records maintained at police 
headquarters.” the newspaper 
said. It also said the two-month 
total of 647 was the highest on 
police records. 

Peace 

The newspaper said reports 
filed by concerned relatives show 
the missing people were linked to 
the island's turbulent politics, 
but a spokesman for police 
headquarters refused comment. 

In the past. National Security 
Minister Lalith Athulathmudali, 
has said that if individuals or 
organisations. local and foreign. 


took up the issue of missing peo- 
ple in Sri Lankan courts, his 
government would be prepared 
to investigate. 

Meanwhile. President Junius 
Jayewardene said his ruling 
party would not collapse even if 
he were to become the nex t assas- 
sination victim of a Marxist 
group. 

"They (the JVP, Janalha 
Vimuklhi Peramunaj might kill 
me, but the ruling United 
National Party will not collapse. 
There are others here lo succeed 
me,” he told a crowded party 
rally outside Colombo on Satur- 
day. 

The government has blamed 
the JVP for the killing of party 
secretary Nandalal Fernando, 
who was ambushed and shot on 
Friday by two gunmen while 
driving to his office in Colombo. 

Jayewardene said the UNP 
would be wiped out only if every 
single party member were killed. 
“Why is the JVP doing such mad 
things? They must remember 
that they cannot kill every UNP 
member and bury the party,” he 
added. 

The President said he was will- 
ing to talk lo the JVP leader to 
discuss ways of ending bloody 
political violence. 

"Now that the ban on the JVP 


has been lifted. 1 am prepared to 
meet its leader Rohana Wij- 
eweera and discuss their 
problems and end senseless kill- 
ings.” Jayewardene said. 
Violence 

He asked the front to give up 
violence and invited Wijeweera 
at a round-table discussion to 
study their problems. 

The group is opposed to an 
Indian-Sri Lankan pact designed 
lo end a separatist war by min- 
ority Tamils and since the pact 
was signed last July, the JVP has 
been blamed for killing over 275 
people including politicians sup- 
porting the accord. 

The 1983 ban on the front, 
which is made up of youths from 
the majority Sinhalese commun- 
ity, was lifted on May 1 0 after the 
government said a peace pact 
had been signed with the JVP. 

The deal turned out to have 
been a hoax, theJVPdenyingany 
knowledge of it. But the ban was 
not reimposed. 

Jayewardene said be would 
not imprison Wijeweera if the 
JVP accepted his offer. "The JVP 
will achieve nothing by killing 
innocent people,” he said.

BEIJING. May 22, (Reuter): 
Heavy rains triggered wide- 


spread flooding in south-east 
Ch 


.hina, killing 72 people and 
injuring more than 200, Chinese 
officials said today. 

Flash floods damaged more 
than 900 homes, swept away 400 
bridges and cut roads in five nor- 
thern counties in Fujian 
province, officials told Reuters 
from the provincial capital Fuz- 
hou. 

“It happened so fast many 
people just did not have enough 
time to get out of the way,” said 
an official in a telephone 
interview. 

“We have already recovered 
72 bodies,” he said. 

The official New China News 
Agency earlier reported that 57 
people had died and 162 were 
hurl in severe flooding after a 21- 
hour downpour that began late 
on Friday. 

Officials said the People’s 
Liberation Army and teams of 
civilians were strengthening 
Dykes and moving residents in 
flooded areas to higher ground. 


asked not to be named. 

The news agency said the 
heaviest rains flooded Jianyang, 
Chongan and Zhenghe counties, 
and that ail roads linking Jian- 
yang with lhe rest of the province 
were blocked. 

Rainfall at Wufu township in 
Jianyang was measured at 30 cm 
(one foot) and a major tributary 
of the Min River, which flows 
past Fuzhou, was nearing its 
highest level since 1949. 

Officials in Fuzhou said that 
41 towns were alTected by the 
floods, 13 of them severely. 

They could not say how many 
people lived in the worst hit areas 
or how many people were 
brought in to help with rescue 
operations. 


"We have helicopters on 
standby for rescue operations. 
So far they have not been 
needed,” said an official who 


The heavy rains flooded roads 
and damaged 8.000 hectares 
(20.000 acres) of rice fields across 
the province's northern counties 
Jianyang. Chongan and Zhen- 
ghe. the news agency said. 

The agency gave scant details 
of rescue efforts, saying only that 
“leaders at provincial and 
county level rushed to the 
severely afTUcted areas to help 
local residents tide over the disa- 
ster.”

Gorbachev optimistic about 
missile reduction treaty 


WASHINGTON. May 22, 
f AP): Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev told US journalists this 
week he is optimistic about pros- 
pects for a US-Soviet agreement 
on a 50 per cent reduction in 
strategic nuclear weapons before 
US President Ronald Reagan 
leaves office. 

Gorbachev, in an interview in 
Moscow with The Washington 
Post and Newsweek magazine, 
also said he will ask Reagan to 
approve a joint Soviet-US 
unmanned flight to Mars when 
the two men meet in Moscow for 
the May 29- June 2 summit. 

Details of the interview and 
Gorbachev's answers to written 
questions submitted in March 
were released by Newsweek and 
published in today’s editions of 
the Post. Editors from the two 
news organisations interviewed 
Gorbachev for 90 minutes on 
Wednesday. 

Asked about his answer to a 


written question on the 50 per 
cent reduction in strategic offen- 
sive weapons, Gorbachev said, 
“we want to have that signed.” 
He said if the agreement 
“comes to be drafted under the 
present US administration. I see 
no reason why President Reagan . 
- and I should not sign it. I would 
certainly welcome that.” 

. Realism 

Asked to evaluate Reagan, 
Gorbachev responded: “I’m not 


particularly fond of giving per- 
5. But 


sonal character references, 
since you ask, I would like to say 
that realism is an important 
quality in President Reagan as a 
politician. 

“By this I mean the ability to 
adapt one's views to the changing 
situation, while remaining faith- 
ful to one's convictions.” 

In maintaining a positive tone 
in advance of the upcoming sum- 
mit, Gorbachev referred to the 
already-signed US-Soviet treaty 


to reduce medium-range missiles 
and said: "Who would have 
thought in the early ’80s . . . that 
it would be President Reagan 
who would sign with us the first 
nuclear arms reduction treaty in 
history?” 

Gorbachev cautioned that he 
has no plans to set aside 
unresolved disputes in order to 
hasten a treaty on strategic 
weapons. 

“In our assessment we have 
covered together a long road in 
the search for conclusions to all 
questions,” Gorbachev said. 
“But 1 think you would agree 
with me that if I say that if we sign 
with one hand a treaty reducing 
strategic offensive forces in one 
area and at the same time launch 
an arms race in space or at sea, 
what would be the point? That 
would be senseless.” 

He said the Soviet position was 
not capricious but fully thought 
out and responsible.

Pakistan respects Geneva accords 


ISLAMABAD, * May

A LOCAL daily learnt from 
reliable sources that the Minister 
of Finance Jassim Al Khorafi 
will head a committee designated 
to formulate rules and regula- 
tions to prevent long vehicles 
(LCV’s) carrying imported 
vegetables and fruits from enter- 
ing Kuwait. The sources added 
that the tomraitiee was presently 
looking into thb means to trans- 
port these produce from border 
centres to the local markets 
through local vehicles. 

The committee comprises 
representatives of theMinistry of 
Finance, the Higher Security 
Committee, Customs Authority, 
General Warehouse Company, 
and the Public Transportation 
Company. 

The source went on to siaie 
that “all precautions and restric- 
tions lo prevent the vehicles from 
engaging in smuggling activities 
have proved negative and did not 
fulfil security demands." 

So far, the committee has held 
three meetings and one of the 
proposals to emerge, recommen- 
ded establishing air-conditioned 
storage facilities in Salmi and 
Abdali border centres to store 


the imports for brief periods, 
prior to their being transported 
by a fleet of local vehicles from 
the border areas to the local 
market. The source added, that 
further refining the modalities 
are in progress.

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Senior government jobs 
to be limited to four years 


SOURCES have said that the 
Council of Ministers is consider- 
ing a draft law which would limit 
the appointment of senior gover- 
nment officials to four years 
subject to renewal. 

The new draft law has been 
introduced within the context of 
the administrative development 
programme and is an obvious 
attempt to bring new people into 
administration. 

The draft law is also an 
attempt at solving the problem of 
extended terms for senior gover- 
nment officials, including under- 
secretaries and assistant under- 
secretaries. who, according to 
recent reports lack adequate 
knowledge of advanced tech- 
nical equipment, which has 
become essential for adminis- 
trators. 

Flexibility 

The draft iaw, being prepared 
by the Faiwa and Legislative 
Department, will be presented to 
the Council of Ministers' leg- 
islative ministerial committee 
before final approval by the 
Council of Ministers. 

The new law will give the 
Council of Ministers the right to 
transfer senior ministry officials 


without Amiri decrees which are 
currently necessary. This would 
add more flexibility to changes in 
ministerial posts. 

Meanwhile, the Civil Service 
Council is studying ways to train 
senior government officials; a 
move that has gained momen- 
tum following reports prepared 
by various administrative 
development committees. 

One of these reports has shown 
that at least 85 per cent of all 
undersecretaries and most assis- 
tant undersecretaries do not hold 
university degrees. 

The basis for the training 
programmes have been establi- 
shed which will include training 
for undersecretaries, assistant 
undersecretaries, heads of depar- 
tments, supervisory and tech- 
nical ptosis. 

The programme which will 
cover new roles for the civil 
service and training to improve 
administrative skills, has been 
designed to meet the needs of 
various posts. 

Meanwhile, in an interview 
with a local daily, the under- 
secretary at Kuwait's Civil 
Service Commission (CSC) 


Abdulaziz A! Zaben was quoted 
as confirming that the state was 
paying special attention towards 
an upward revision of the 
employees salaries. 

The study, which fell within 
the framework of the reform plan 
currently under implementation, 
aimed at increasing the allowan- 
ces, increments and incentive 
rewards for technical employees. 

A1 Zaben clarified that the 
incentive allowance fixed at 
KD30 given to PhD degree hol- 
ders was no longer given for 
academic qualifications only, 
but, for the nature of the post and 
work involved with such 
qualifications. He added, the 
Civil Service Commission had 
endorsed this allowance for 
categories such as doctors, 
engineers and teachers whose 
jobs required these academic 
specialisations to attract 

? |ualified specialists in different 
ields to cater to the country's 
development plans. 

A1 Zaben clarified that posts 
which did not require higher 
education certificates such as 
MA and PhD degrees did not fall 
within the purview of the incen- 
tive allowance category.

Computer centre 
to increase staff 


Nashville group brings 
downhome music to Gulf 


MANAMA, May 22, (AP): The 
lurbaned teenagers in the back 
rows clapped with the beat. Their 
heads, bodies and sandaled feet 
moved energetically to the music 
that few. if any, had ever heard 
before. 

The downhome sounds of the 
Nashville Bluegrass Band were 
an unusual experience for the 
blind Arab students, special 
quests m a benefit concert for 
Bahrain's Al Noor Institute for 
(he Blind. 

The five-member group had 
come to introduce an eclectic 
form of Americana to a new Mid- 
dle East audience, as part of a 
cultural exchange programme 
sponsored by the United States 
information Service. Judging by 
the reception, at least one bridge 
over ihe gap was crossed. 

Banjoist Alan 0‘Bryant thinks 
music works as an ambas- 
sadorial tool because it bypasses 
other obstacles to communica- 
tion. 

"Music can communicate with 
people in ways mere words can- 
not." he said in an interview. 
"Music can cut through the 
barriers of not really being able 
to understand the language or 
terminology. 

"The lyrical content may not 
get across, but the rhythms and 
beats, and what's going on up on 
stage with the musicians, will be 
picked up and enjoyed by the 
people." 

So it was with the blind 
students of A I Noor, and even 
more so the next afternoon, when 
the band appeared outdoors at a 
local amusement park. 

Chosen 

There, children danced on the 
grass and veiled women waichcd 
discreetly as the musicians 
played and sang from their reper- 
toire of Bluegrass. blues and 
country. 

As the evening wore on. 
Bahraini men in ankle-icngih 
robes, or dishdashas. broke inio 
traditional Arab dancing that 
went on until dark, when **wc 


couldn't even see our ins- 
truments any more.” said guitar- 
ist and lead singer Pat Enright, of 
Huntington, Indiana. 

"They were spinning like whir- 
ling dervishes. Everybody was 
trying to outdo everybody else. 
One guy walked into the circle, 
did a complete backflip and 
walked out again. It was defin- 
itely the highlight of our visit.” 

Although many Arabs prefer 
traditional music. Western music 
is popular among the younger 
set.TifTanyand Michael Jackson 
can be heard blasting from car 
radios, and English-language 
radio stations keep listeners up to 
dale with the latest chart hits. 

The audience is more limited, 
however, for such specialised 
music as Bluegrass, whose deep 
rootsaresaid toliein music taken 
to America by Scottish and Irish 
immigrants. 

“It's u folk music, a people's 
music, a rudimentary style of 
popular music that draws from 
black and white and early jazz, 
and string band styles." said 
O' Bryant, of Reidsville. North 
Carolina. 

A US embassy official, asking 
not to be named, said Bluegrass 
was chosen for this year's USIS- 
sponsored “Arts America" 
programme so people could 
experience music that “shows the 
depth and bread th of America." 

A handful of other eountry- 
Bluegrass bands have visited the 
region in the past decade but 
appeared mostly at hotels cater- 
ing to foreigners. 

Suitable 

Performers for the “Arts 
America" programme are drawn 
from a list compiled by USIS 
headquarters in Washington, 
DC in cooperation with the 
National Foundation for the 
Arts. Last year's programme in 
the Middle East featured break 
dancing. 

US embassies work with 
government officials to make 
sure performers and material are 
suitable for local audiences. 


The Bahrainis clearly 
preferred fast numbers with a 
strong beat to bluesy ballads and 
a capella renditions. 

From Bahrain, the all-male 
Nashville Bluegrass band was to 
travel to Qatar, then to Ban- 
gladesh, Pakistan, Iraq and 
Egypt. 

Enright said he wasn't worried 
about going to Baghdad, the 
Iraqi capital recently battered by 
long-range Iranian missiles in the 
so-calied “war of the cities." 

“I don’t imagine it will be any 
worse than driving through the 
South Bronx, or something like 
that," he quipped, referring to a 
New York city neighbourhood. 

In one Bahrain appearance, 
banjo and guitar were to merge 
with the oud, a traditional Mid- 
dle Eastern stringed instrument, 
as the band joined with a group 
of local musicians. 

The Nashville band, which 
also includes mandolin player 
Mike Compton, fiddler Stuart 
Duncan and bassist Mark Hem- 
bree, has performed in Western 
Europe. Japan and China, but 
said they didn't know what to 
expect on their first Middle East 
visit. 

"Anything we can play for a 
benefit, it’s very gratifying to 
know you can do something for 
your fellow man," said 
O’Bryant. “To be able to take 
what we do to audiences that 
have never heard it before, it’s an 
honour.” 

It may take a few more lours, 
however, before “My Native 
Home" finds a home on Arab 
radio station playlists. “Yes, I've 
heard this m usic before, " a yo uth 
at the amusement park loid a 
reporter. “U*s from Hawaii, no?” 


YOUSIF AL ENIZLthe head of

Uprising digging in 
for long struggle

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
( Reuter): Israeli leaders cla unit is 
dying, but a Palestinian uprising 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip appears to be alive 
and well, and digging in for a 
long struggle. 

After more than five months of 
revolt against Israeli rule, stone- 
throwing Palestinians are still 
clashing with troops daily, des- 
pite at least 183 deaths, 
thousands of injuries and the jail- 
ing of nearly 1 0.000 people. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin noted this week that 
violence was now far less wide- 
spread Lhan between January 
and March, and said Israeli 
security and economic measures 
were gradually exhausting the 
1.5 million Palestinians in the 
occupation zone. 

But a confidential report to 
Rabin by his own experts con- 
tradicts these assertions and 
forecasts a long and violent con- 
flict. defence sources say. 

Leading Palestinians say 
Israeli talks of an end to the upr- 
ising is mere wishful thinking. 

“The intifada (uprising) has 
become institutionalised. It has 
put down roots that will be very 
difficult to uproot." said Daoud 
Kuiiab. an East Jerusalem jour- 
nalist and commentator. "It will 
stay long after the stones have 
slopped flying, which inciden- 
tally they haven’t.” 

Battle 

The battle between the Israeli 
authorities and the Palestinians 
has spread from the streets to the 
homes, workplaces, hearts, 
minds and wallets of the popula- 
tion. 

The Israelis have tried to wear 
the Arabs down with curfews, 
harassment, bureaucracy and 
financial hardship. They have 
managed to reduce the flow of 
outside money supporting the 
uprising to a trickle. 

Palestinians have countered 
with their own self-help organ- 
isations. 

Kultab and other Arab 
intellectuals poinl to a network 
of committees which have 


sprouted like an embryonic self- 
government in the occupied 
territories. 

The committees organise 
strikes and run underground 
schools, basic health and welfare 
services for casualties of the upr- 
ising and families of the impr- 
isoned and those who have quit 
Israeli jobs. They organise local 
security vigils, legal aid and 
agriculture for those who have 
begun cultivating plots of land. 

This organisation has given 
Palestinians an unprecedented 
self-esteem and sense of togeth- 
erness which is the spirit of the 
intifada. 


Losing 


"Who is losing more, us or the 
Israelis? asked Said, a local 
organiser in the village of Beit 
Ummar. "Our people nave never 
felt better, despite the hard- 
ships.” 

The size of crowds that still 
defy Israeli security forces to 
demonstrate on occupied 
Jerusalem's Temple Mount and 
in the hundreds of scattered 
villages in the West Bank belie 
Israeli talk of fatigue and 
demoralisation. 

Palestinians may have realised 
the uprising will not put an early 
end to the 21 -year-old Israeli 
occupation, as some had 
believed, but they seem in no 
mood to stop the revolt. 

Hundreds of youths arrested 
in the first weeks orunrest are due 
out of Israeli prison camps in the 
coming weeks. They will return 
to their villages and refugee 
camps as hardened political 
activists, seen as heroes by their 
society. 

Reporters visiting the West 
Bank village of Dcir Ammar, 
near Ramallah. this week 
encountered acrowd of some 150 
men armed with stones who had 
been confronting the Army all 
day after soldiers bulldozed 
some roadside trees in punish- 
ment for rock-ihrowingat Israeli 
vehicles. 

There are dozens of such 
incidents daily and they do not 
rale mention in the Israeli or 
foreign media unless protesters 
are killed or seriously wounded. 


Difficult times for 
communist parties

VIENNA: These arc difficult 
limes for communist parties in 
both Eu ropes. 

In the West, the Eurocom- 
munist "wave" of the '70s has 
sunk into history. Its main stan- 
dard-bearers. the Italians, have 
lost their former electoral appeal. 
Other Western eommunist par- 
lies arc quite irrelevant. 

East European communist 
parties, of course, remain in 
power. But all are facing the most 
acute challenges to their auth- 
ority since the first rebel outbur- 
sts of the '50s. 

East-bloc parties face more 
Lhan just economic woes. They 
arc disturbed by ethnic conflicts, 
growing religious and popular 
unrest, jnd a deep loss of 
credibility. The non-East-bloc 
Yugoslav party is in the same 
plight. 

A leading Hungarian reformer 
bluntly calls it a "crisis of 
legitimacy." a delicate subject 
not normally acknowledged by 
East bloc spokesman. Reform - • 
■Transformation of the whole 
system" — has become "social- 
ism's only serious chance." says 
Imre Pozsgay. 

Pozsgay heads the Patriotic 
People’s Front IPPF). an 
umbrella organisation embrac- 
ing communist and non-com- 
munisis alike and supposedly the 
popular muscle behind the par- 
ty's prescribed programme for 
"building socialism" in Hun- 
gary. 

The front, however, has now 
become the champion of even 
more comprehensive perestroika 
(restructuring) of party and 
social institutions lhan the Gor- 
bachev plan for the Soviet 
Union. 

The important question for 
communists. Pogzsay warns, 
comes from "below’', and the 
message is that '‘things can not go 
on as" they are." Moreover, u 
comes not only for workers turn- 
ing in party cards, but from 
voulh. the future generation. 

A Hungarian friend tells oia 
teacher asking teenagers if their 
parents were party members. 
Several flatly refused to say. Oth- 
ers answered reluctantly. 


obviously fearful an affirmative 
response might cost them stand- 
ing with their classmates. Recent 
polls in Polish schools revealed 
an equally negative stance 
toward parly and system. 

It is the Hungarians who are 
most forcefully challenging 
party influence. Advocates of 
change in other East European 
slates cannot be so outspoken, 
even if reform gels official lip- 
service. But the common 
dilemma is tacitly, if not as 
explicitly, conceded in frequent 
lamentation of loss of the old 
appeal and authority. 

The Soviets, the Hungarians, 
and the Poles are about to hold 
national party conferences to 
tackle “renewal." Previously, 
such conferences were rare, but, 
those there were, were mostly 
occasions for self-con- 
gratulatory stock-taking bet- 
ween full-blown party congres- 
ses. If reformers carry the day. 
this year's conferences will be 
very different. 

Hitherto, party congresses 
alone endorsed policy and "elec- 
ted the party Central Committee. 
The committee in turn chose the 
Politburo which then named the 
leader. The coming conferences, 
however, will apparently be all- 
owed lo bring changes in the 
parly Central Committee — this 
time by secret ballot — and lo 
make new policy. 

There is an extraordinary 
parallel between what 
Budapest’s more radical refor- 
mers are saying and Gorbachev's 
agenda for the Soviet conference 
in June. 

Gorbachev is out For new 
party structures and rules unth- 
inkable less than a half-decade 
ago: competitive nominations 
for office and secret elections, 
limits on tenure (party leader 
included), strict accountability 
lo the rank and file, an open door 
for noncommunist, non-party 
talent. 

Hungary’s PPF has meantime 
attacked an official document at 
a conference on May 20 as 
wholly inadequate and has 
offered instead proposals that 
could revolutionise former meth- 
ods of the exercise of power.

Punjab in turmoil 


Temple siege ends, but peace is still

NEW DELHI, India, ( APj: The 
surrender of Sikh extremists 
from their Golden Temple lair 
marks the end of yet another 
government battle with the 
separatists, but the war is not 
over. 

During the 10 days that more 
lhan 200 Sikh gunmen and their 
sympathisers were trapped 
inside the temple complex by a 
police cordon, their comrades 
killed 1 33 people in the holy city 
of Amritsar and other parts of 
Punjab slate. 

Accord 

On Thursday, the day after the 
final surrender a t the temple, the 
slaying of 1 5 more people were 
reported in Punjab, including 
two Hindu priests and a Sikh 
holy man. 

Former Punjab police chief 
Julio F. Ribeiro, who now serves 
as security adviser to the state 
government, was asked if Wed- 
nesday’s surrender signalled an 
end to terrorism in the slate. 


"No, far from it.” he said. 

Sikh extremists began their 
guerrilla campaign fora separate 
homeland six yearsago, accusing 
the Hindu-dominated federal 
government of discriminating 
against the minority sect and 
hampering economic develop- 
ment in Sikh-dominated Punjab. 

A peace accord signed by 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi in 
1 985 collapsed within a year. 

The scattered killings blamed 
on Sikh radicals in 19S2 
mushroomed in 1987 and 1988 
into widespread assaults on bus 
passengers, sleeping villagers 
and congested markets. 

Police estimate there are now 
more than 3.000 Sikh men armed 
with increasingly sophisticated 
weapons. The government 
accuses neighbouring Pakistan 
of helping to provide the arms. 
Pakistan denies the charge. 

The Indian government's 
greatest fear is that if the Sikh 
separatist movement is not con- 
tained, it could become a full- 
blown civil war and set an 


undesired example for other res- 
tive minorities in the country. 

“So far, the terrorists are a 
small section of the population,” 
said a government official who 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. “We want to keep it that 
way.” 

Support 

Support within the Sikh com- 
munity for the extremists may be 
waning. In 1984. an Army raid 
on the Golden Temple, the 
holiest shrine of Sikhism, drew 
hundreds of angry Sikhs to 
protest rallies around the coun- 
try. 

The latest police action drew 
almost no objections from Sikh 
citizens. In fact, a gathering of 
Sikh temple managers in New 
Delhi on Wednesday passed a 
resolution praising what it called 
the government's “rescue" of the 
temple from the extremists' grip. 

Attempts at a political solu- 
tion to end the Sikh violence has 
so far proved elusive. 

Kushwanl Singh, one of 
India's most respected Sikh 


writers, called recently for the 
government to abandon its past 
practice of trying to find asingie, 
moderate Sikh to spearhead 
peace efforts and, instead, move 
to resolve Punjab's problems 
bead on. 

“What we have to find is not a 
person or persons to lead the 
Punjab, but to set out principles 
of conduct and stick to them no. 
matter what the immediate con- 
sequences,” Singh wrote in the 
Hindustan Times newspaper.

He called for the release of. 
hundredsof Sikhs detained with- 
out trial for suspected separatist 
activities, prosecution of Hindu 
politicians and others accused of 
instigating anti-Sikhriots iin 1984 
and new investment to stimulate 


Punjab's Haltering economy. 
India's 14 million Sikhs make 


up less than 2 per cent of the 
country’s 800 million people, but 
they are a majority in Punjab, the 
country’s most fertile agricul- 
tural state. 

Although Punjab leads the 


nation in wheal and rice produc- 
tion, it is falling behind other 
states in industrial development. 
The Sikhs are particularly angry 
that banks invest their savings in 
projects outside the state. 

To date, the government 
approach to Punjab has alter- 
nated between conciliation and 
crackdown. 

In June 1984. Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi sent the Indian 
Army into the Golden Temple 
complex to rid it of extremists. 
Less than five months later, she 
was shot to death by two Sikh 
bodyguards in revenge. ’ 
Settlement - 

Rajiv Gandhi, her son and suc- 
cessor. negotiated his Punjab 
accord the following year, but 
moderate Sikhs were never able 
to get it fully implemented or to 
convince the extremists it would 
answer their grievances. 

The accord called for the set- 
tlement of land and water dis- 

K utes between Punjab and neigh- 
on ring Haryana state, an 
inquiry into the anti-Sikh riots 



that followed Indira GandpY; 
death and speedy handling^' 
arrest and detention cases. 

A frustrated Rajiv put the stale 
under federal rule in May 1987. 
Bui last March, he ordered the 
release from prison of militant 
Sikh high priest Jasbir Singh 
Rode, whom many saw as a pos- 
sible intermediary with Sikh gun- 
men. 

Rode was arrested last week 
trying lo march on the temple to 
end the police siege, and it is not 
yet known what role, if any. he 
will play in tTying to pacify Pun- 
jab in coming days. 

All Ihe while, . the people of 
Punjab feel they are living under 
siege. 

The independent Statesman 
newspaper on Thursday des- 
cribed Amritsar, the Sikh holy 
city of 800,000 people, as 
“India's Beirut,” saying “shoot- 
ing has become a way of life." 

It quoted one resident as say- 
ing: “We have seen terrorism. We 
have seen shooting again and 
again."

Moscow debates 
Afghan intervention

feuding between the two wings of 
the ruling PDPA People’s 
Democratic Parly which came to 
power in a leftist military coup in 
April 1978.

By sending in 
troops, we helped them put that 
poinL onto the political agenda in 
Afghanistan," Belyayev said. 

“We have now effectively 
recognised our historical mis- 
take. And that is. that the des- 
patch of troops, although it was 
justified by the requests from the 
Afghan side, was not necessary. 

"We did not take into account 
the character of Afghanistan and 
the degree of its development, Jt 
is a country that was not even 
ready for a national democratic 
revolution, let alone a socialist 
one. 

“Economic backwardness and 
ibe strength of tribal, family and 
clan relationships were much 
more powerful than we could 
allow ourselves to imagine. 

“I do not believe the Afghans 
want to carry through a revolu- 
tion. ailho ugh our mission was to 
help them do so," Belyayev said.

BEIJING, (AP): After six mon- 
ths in office. Premier Li Peng 
remains something of a mystery 
— but not a very exciting one. 

Universally described as meth- 
odical, and attuned to solving 
problems rather than politick- 
ing, the 59-year-old Li is gen- 
erally regarded as the kina of 
leader China needs to solve sup- 
ply, infrastructure and other 
problems strangling the decade- 
old modernisation drive. 

Still unclear, however, is 
whether Li has a grasp on these 
problems and has charted a solu- 
tion. 

Overshadowed by his 
predecessor, the urbane and nat- 
tily dressed Communist Party 
chief Zhao Ziyang, and without 
power to fonnulatepolicy single- 
handedly. Li has offered no bold 
initiatives. 

He has given few clues to his 
personal vision of China’s future 
or his goals in office, other than 
reducing the 1 1 per cent inflation 
rate.

Trained as an 
engineer in the Soviet Union, he 
spent most of his career manag- 
ing power projects and never ran 
a city or provincial government- 

After being appointed mini- 
ster of power in 1979. he rose in 
rapid succession to vice-premier 
in 1983 , party politburo member 
in 1985 and education minister 
later that year. As education 
minister, he escaped being held 
responsible for tee widespread 
pro-democracy student demon- 
strations of 1986-87, saving him- 
self by denouncing liberal 
intellectuals. 

Many intellectuals dislike him 
for that and for his failure to 
improve their salaries and living 
conditions. 

Unpopularity is the least of 
Li's problems in a country where 
premiers are selected by top 
party leaders, not the public.

An Asian diplomat, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
Zhao became premier in 1980 
with a “mandate for change, and 
he bad policy choices.

That leaves Li with the less 
glamorous task of implementing 
policies set by Zhao. When Li 
took office, there was wide- 
spread speculation that he 
favoured central planning and 
opposed Zhao's market-style 
reformist policies.

The article described Li as 
open to the opinions of others 
and modest about his weak econ- 
omic background. It said he has 
requested briefings from finan- 
cial experts several times to 
explain economic issues.

Zhao is known to play golf.

Plan to join nuclear sub club 


Canada facing opposition

OTTAWA. (Reuter): Canada's 
plan to join an exclusive military 
club by building a fleet of 
nuclear-powered submarines is. 
being met by opposition at home 
and abroad. 

Besides the expected opposi- 
tion from disarmament groups, 
powerful interests in tne US 
defence establishment and in 
Europe want to prevent Canada 
from joining the elite group of 
countries operating the sophis- 
ticated and powerful craft 

Only five countries — the 
United States, Britain, France, 
China and Che Soviet Union — 
operate fleets of so-called "hun- 
ter-killer" submarines. 

The Canadian government is 
looking to acquire the tech- 
nology from either France or 
Britain to build 10 to 12 of the 
submarines in Canada for a total 
of $6. 7 billion. 

Fierce competition is being 
waged by the two countries for 
the prize order, which will be 
Canada's largest defence outlay 
ever. Britain hopes to sell its 
Trafalgar class submarine while 
France is touting its smaller but 
cheaper Rubis Class. 

The submarine programme is 
the centrepiece of an ambitious 
scheme by Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney's conservative gover- 
nment to refurbish Canada's 


military arsenal. 

As the Canadian Defence 
Department candidly admitted 
in a policy paper "The truth ... is 
that much of the equipment of 
most elements of the Canadian 
forces is in an advance stale of 
obsolescence or is already 
obolete." 

After World War II, Canada 
laid claim to one of the world's 
largest navies. 

But after years of neglect 
under a succession of Liberal 
governments the Navy dwindled 
to a rag-tag selection of some 26 
ageing warships — a cut of 50 per 
ceatsince 1963. 

The Defence Department 
argues the fast-moving nuclear 
submarines will allow a much 
better defence of the three oceans 
off Canada's shores. ' 


Capability' 


And probably most importan- 
tly, nuclear submarines are the 
only vessels capable ' of 
surveillance under the ice in the 
Arctic, where Canada is 
increasingly concerned about 
intrusions from both Soviet and 
US craft. 

However, unlike some of its 
foes, Canadian submarines will 
be nuclear-powered but conven- 
tionally armed. 

“It is going to give us a very 
very credible maritime 
capability.” Rear Admiral John 



A 


Anderson, chief of submarine 
acquisition, told Reuters in an 
interview. 

But Canadian defence critics 
argue that Canada could be bit- 
ing off more Lhan it can chew 
with the hi-tech hardware. Some 
say Canada is placing too much 
of its defence resources in the 
submarine programme which is 
equivalent to nearly 80 per cent 
of its yearly defence budget. 

“No one really has estimated 
how much it will cost Canada to 
build this," said Tariq Rauf, sen- 
ior research assistant at the Can- 
adian Centre for Arms Control 
and Disarmament, a privately- 
andnublicy-fanded think-tank. 

The British weekly the Econ- 
omist, echoing other criticism in 
Europe, called the Canadian 
plan "astonishing” in a recent 
editorial and argued the money 
would be better spent boosting 
Canada's commitment lo the 
North Atlantic Treat Organise 
lion. 

"Let Canada concentrate on 
getting its defence spendingup to 
the level of at least West Ger- 
many's and on building up its 
European land and ahr forces to a 
useful level — about five times 
what they are now.” the 
magazine said.

My general observation is 
that, when people travel 
abroad, they feel obligated to 
caver too mach ground, to take 
in too many cathedrals and 
museums. 

The result is that they often 
come back from a long-plan- 
ned trip feeling more exhausted 
than refreshed. There’s nothing 
wrong with staying in one place 
and simply enjoying the atmos- 
phere and another way of life. 
To me, it's far more civilized 


than trying to cram in so much 
that you begin to fed as though 
youarein themovie If It’s Tues- 
day, This Must Be Belgium! 1 
don't consider that kind of 
travel pleasureable. 

I also prefer not to go on a 
tour, even when travelling to 
China or Russia. There are 
many advantages to a tour — 
it's convenient to have 
someone else make all the 
arrangements and plan Lhe itin- 
erary — but you give up a lot for 
the convenience. 

You tend to stay with your 
own group and you’re 
insulated from personal con- 
tact with the people in thecoun- 
try you’re visiting, and that, 
atler ail, is a major part of 
foreign travel. 

You also lose thaL feeling of 
freedom that is the point of a 
vacation if every stepoftheway 
has been arranged. And a rigid 
schedule takes away your own 
sense of discovery. It can be fun 
and much more interesting to 
take a chance and not be 
obligated by reservations. 
Should something go wrong, 
and something often does, 
don’t let it spoil your trip. 
Think of it as part of the adven- 
ture! 

Travelling light has always 
been my dream, but I have yet to 
master it! I worry that the 
weather will be the opposite of 
what it’s meant to be or maybe 
something unexpected will 
come up so I’d better pack 
another dress or sweater ... just 
in case. 

Travelling a lot has given me 
attachments to such habits as 
bringing my own small pillow 
or the comfort of a terry-cloth 
dressing gown even though 
“both take up too much space. 


But, when you don’t know 
what to expect, it's nice to have 
a’ few familiar things with you. 

Jeans are most comfortable 
than anything else for travell- 
ing, but wear something that 
doesn't look as if you' ve slept i n 
it all night, even though you 
probably have! If you've taken 
an overnight flight and arrive in 
the morning, take a short nap, 
then force yourself to stay 
awake until at least 10:30 pm 
local time: otherwise, you will 
wake upon and off all nigh Land 
Teel a ruin the next day. 

It is good manners, not to 
mention helpful, to learn at least 
a few basic phrases in the lan- 
guage of the country you will be 
via ting. And be sure to take 
along a pocket-size dictionary 
and phrase book, Lo help you 
decipher menus, shop wisely 
and ask for directions in places 
where little or no English is 
spoken. A miniature- size cal- 
culator is also a big help. Unless 
you are a whiz at math, 
currency conversion can be 
very confusing! 

By now, everyone who 
travels must know you will fee] 
a great deal better if you drink 
as much mineral water as possi- 
ble during the flight, (t's also 
sensible to eat very little or, 
even better, nothing at all. 

I would certainly suggest - 
travelling daring the off-season 
if possible, not only because of 
lower fares but also to avoid the 
crowds. 

A great deal of travel is a 
waiting game: airport delays, 
waiting for your hotel room to 
be ready, waiting for the train 
to come in. So, finally, remem- 
ber that the most essential 
requisite for the traveler is 
patience!

ANKARA, (Reuter): Turkey, 
enjoying an unprecedented 
tourism boom, expects to lure 
four million foreign visitors to 
its sun-baked beaches and 
dramatic reminders of ancient 
civilisau’ens this year.

Si "A boom in tourism is expec- 

pi ted in 1 988,” said Ergun Gok- 
san, chairman of the Aegean 
Travel Association. Most 
hotels on the Aegean and 
Mediterranean coasts are 
already fully booked. . 

Tour operators say demand 
for hotels and other accom- 
modation rose sharply after 
last November’s general elec- 
tion, Turkey’s. most open poll 
since the 1980 army coup. 

Some operators believe 
potential tourists in past years 
may have been put off Turkey 
because of a false image of a 
country ruled by generals with 
tanks on street corners. 

Officials say tourism reven- 
ues this year are likely to reach 
two billion dollars, compared

Prime Minister Turgut Ozal 
is encouraging heavy invest- 
ment in tourism and hotels, 
which he hopes will earn 
Turkey an annual five billion 
dollars by 1992. 

To keep pace with demand, 
investment in tourism has been 
speeded up and now stands at 
1.5 billion dollars. Most 
projects are financed by the 
Tourism Bank Lhrough credits. 

Tourism Bank director-gen- 
eral Serhan Altinordu said the 
bank extended 275 billion lira 
(275 million dollars) in credits 
for 255 projects last year. 

Nearly 45 per cent of credits 
went lo the Mediterranean 
region, along with the Aegean 
coast the areas most favoured 
by sun worshippers. 

Boost 

Ozal opened a new airport in 
the Aegean port city of Izmir 
last November to boost tour- 
ism. Turkey’s largest airport 
after Istanbul, it can handle 
four million passengers a year. 

Most tourists come Irom 
Europe. West Germans last 
year were again the largest sin- 
gle group, with 250,000 
arrivals. 

The number of visitors from 
the United States and Asia has 
risen but there has been a fall off 
from Arab countries, hurt by 
lower oil prices. 

Most investment is being 
directed into areas where 
Turkey is seriously lacking — 
hotel space «-nd trained person- 
nel. 

The number of tourist beds 
will rise to 220,000, many in 
new hotels, by 1990 from 
120,000 at the end or 1987, 
Altinordu said. 

Hotels prices vary, from 
around SI 2 a night for a basic 


room in outlying areas to S 1 60 
for a first class hotel in Istanbul 
within sight of the Topkapi 
Palace, the Bosphorus and 
other attractions.

Holiday with a difference 


W alking in wild W ales 


The country’s unique network of ancient rights-of-way are 
well worth discovering on a walking holiday, and simple 
pleasures such as chatting with fellow walkers, negotiating 
stepping stones across streams, discovering wild flowers... 
combine to make it a magical experience

“BRING a strong, waterproof 
cagoule, warm sweater, a pair 
of well worn-in walking boots, 
vacuum flask and a small ruck- 
sack," advised the letter from 
Welsh Wanderer. The prepara- 
tions sounded like those for a 
military exercise rather than a 
weekend of walking in the hills 
of mid Wales. 1 70 miles west or 
London. 

We met our fellow walkers, 
and tour guide GeofT Elliott, 
for dinner in the rambling 
black-and-white Caer Bens 
Manor Hotel, set in acres of 
wooded grounds near the 
market town of Buiith Wells. 
The small party of couples and 
individuals from Britain and as 
far afield as the USA, Australia 
and the Netherlands soon got 
to know each other, and discus- 
sed the following day's assault 
on the upper Wye valley, a 
beautiful region of high open 
moorlands and wooded 


hollows — reputedly the haunt 
ofherons and buzzards. 

Morning dawned bitterly 
cold and damp, with a thick 
mist surrounding the 19th-cen- 
tury hotel, once Lhe home of 
Lord Swansea. Enthusiasm 
undampened, eager walkers 
donned layers of sweaters foil-, 
owed by their cagoules, and 
headed into the Welsh coun- 
tryside. led by GeofT wearing 
notbing more than casual 
trousers and an open-neck 
shirt. 

Geoff's optimism was well- ■ 
founded: within a few minutes' 
of seLting out, climbing steadily 
uphill, we found we had risen 
above the mist into a won- 
derland of crisp sunshine and 
blue skies! 

For the next few hours, as we 
ambled across the warm, green 
hills high above the River Wye, 
there were awe-inspiring views 
of mist-shrouded valleys 
below, with hills rising up 
through the banks of clouds in a 
wonderful, almost surreal

fashion. Above, a- buzzard 
appeared, as if on cue, gliding in 
a warm airstream. 

Though Lhe walking pace 
was steady, it was well within 
the capability of any reasona- 
bly fit person, and there was 
plenty of time to stop here and 
there so the guide could impart 
some of his local knowledge 
and love ofWales: the flora and 
fauna, fanning methods, local 
legends, history and so on.- 

At mid-morning everyone 
stopped for a hot drink from 
the flasks that had been 
dutifully filled with steaming 
tea or coffee b« the hotel kit- 
chen. Later, trie lunch stop 
coincided with our arrival at a 
tranquil hill-top lake called 
Pant-y-Llyn: below was a misty 
panorama of the wooded 
valley. And still to come was 
our descent through frosty 
pine-woods to the Wye itself, 
where salmon were seen fight- 
ing their way through powerful 
rapids. 

Welsh Wanderer, which star- 
ted with just one tour in 1987. 
now has a programme of five 
Welsh walking tours, each 
repeated several times during 
the year one in the north, one i n 
mid Wales, and three in the 
south. Varying in length from 
two to seven nights, they all 
include full breakfast, dinner 
and packed lunch; the services 
of a guide and a knowledgeable 
evening speaker, and accom- 
modation in friendly country 
hotels. Prices vary according to 
time or year and duration of 
trip, but range from £66 for a 
spring weekend to £307 for a 
full week in summer. 

Wales is an ideal destination 
for walkers. A compact prin- 
cipality of just over 8,000 
square miles, it is predominan- 
tly rural (there are three sheep 
- to each person) and packed 
with scenic features. 

There are three National- 
Parks: the biggest is Snowdonia 
in the north, a mountainous- 
region of forests, lakes, "water- 
falls and wide estuaries, and the 
highest mountain in England 
and Wales at 3,560ft South, the 
high moorland and wooded 
gorges of the Brecon Beacons 
National Park is dotted with 
antiquities ranging from 
priones to castles — even a 
Roman fort, Y Gaer. 

All the parks have a wide 
selection of well-marked walks 
within their boundaries (full 
details can be obtained from 
local tourist information cen- 
tres) but perhaps the most 
dramatic long-distance walk

can be found in the Pembroke- 
shire Coast National Park in 
the south-west. The 180-mile 
path, easily divisible into man- 
ageable stages, hugs the shore 
and traverses jagged cliffs soar- 
ing to 300 feet; hidden coves 
and tree-lined estuaries: 
undoubtedly one of Europe's 
most spectacular coastlines, 
and a haven for wild flowers 
and nesting seabirds. 

Another unique footpath 
goes from north to south, the 
full length of Wales. The 168- 
mUe Offa’s Dyke Path follows 
the route of an earthwork con- 
structed in the 8th century by 
Offa, King of Mercia, passing 
through the Wye Valley ana 
pastoral Shropshire Hills 
before meeting the North 
Wales coast at Prestatyn. 

Most paths are well signpos- 
ted and mapped, and it is never 
far to the next farmhouse or 
cottage offering bed-and- 
breakfast accommodation, so 
it is easy to arrange your own 
walking holiday. Those who 
.like the added comforts of an . 
organised tour and the intimate 
knowledge of a guide, can opt 
for the well-run tours run by 
Welsh Wanderer and other 
companies. 

Footpath Holidays, for 
example, cover nine to 12 miles 
daily, staying in well-appointed 
country hotels. They offer 
seven days walking the Pem- 
brokeshire Coast Path for 
£221 , orfive or seven days in the 
Welsh Borders, including part 
of Offa’s Dyke, from £170. 

Most of HF’s Welsh 
holidays are .based at their own 
country house at Conwy, with a 
selection of walks of varying 


grades into Snowdonia and the 
beautiful Conwy Valley. New 
for 1988 is ’Ridges and Scram- 
bles of Snowdonia', for 
experienced hill-walkers with a 
head for heights. Tours cost 
from £149 a week, full-board. 

Sightings of red kites, falcons 
and merlins are likely cm the 
Welsh Wayfaring Holidays 
orgnised by Gordon Green. 
Based in Llanwrtyd Wells, the 
smallest town in Britain, daily 
walks of about ten miles head 
into the Cambrian Mountains 
and the Elan Valley, often 
called the Welsh Lake District. 
Available year-round on selec- 
ted dates, the walking holidays 
cost from £1 9 a day. full board. 

For those who do not want to 
be led, but want every comfort 
provided, “H illscape” provides 
the answer. Anne and Richard 
Wilson run a remote and 
delightful guest house set in the 
Ystwyth Valley of mid Wales. 
They have planned a selection 
of 35 local walks and supply 
maps and detailed directions to 
their guests. Costing from 
£16.50 per day,‘£I03 per week, 
the price includes meals made 
using local produce, and walk- 
ers are welcomed home each 
day to tea and cakes and, that 
most important of luxuries; a 
hot bath!

Paying a price for cleanliness

SINGAPORE: Motorists here 
are getting yellow number 
plates. The bright numbers will 
help the police to send speeding 
tickets to the right address. 

Pretty, prosperous Sin* 
gapore leaves nothing to 
chance. Cameras and elec* 
tronic surveillance systems 
have their beady eyes on every* 
thing. 

Even the snug airspace over 
the 640-square-kilometre (250- 
square-mile) tropical city state 
in Southeast Asia is filled with 
electronic eyes. The Air Force 
flies American AW ACS early- 
warning planes. 

Singapore is the envy of 
many another of the region's 
capitals for its pulsating finan- 
cial and business life and the 
high-rise skyline that echoes 
Manhattan. 


it is also one of the cleanest 
places on earth. But cleanliness 
has its price — surveillance. 

A cigarette end thrown 
carelessly in the street brings a 
fine of up to 100 Singapore 
dollars (about 50 US dollars). 
“If someone is so rich that he 
can afford to have someone else 
dean up after him. he should 
pay," a policeman comments 
with a shrug. 

Traffic violators seldom 
escape the gaze of exposed or 
hidden electronic cameras. 
“You can be sure of getting 
your ticket in the next mail," 
says a businessman who has 
had the experience. 

In hotels and supermarkets, 
restaurants, shopping centres, 
banks, conference halls and the 
impeccably polished Changi 
airport, cameras keep a con- 
stant eye on the flow of human- 
ity. 


At Changi, the closed-circuit 
monitoring is so tight that per- 
sonnel can watch a suspicious 
person’s every step. 

Under the leadership of the 
government of Prime Minister 
Lee Kuan Yew. Singapore has 
been transformed from a 
malaria- plagued former out- 
post of the British empire into a 
gleaming modem finandal cen- 
tre. 

Slums have been tom down 
and replaced by a wide girdle of 
state-financed high rise apart- 
ment blocks. The apartment 
blocks, too, are equipped with 
electronic eyes. 

Hidden cameras have also 
been installed elsewhere, keep- 
ing a lookout For men who urin- 
ate in lifts. If the camera regi- 
sters an offence, the lift 
immediately stops. The offen- 
der is forced to push the alarm 
button for help. 


Urinating in lifts is classified 
as “vandalism" punishable by 
a fine of up to 2,000 Singapore 
dollars, a jail term or three to 
eight strokes with the cane. 

The campaign for cleaner 
lifts is beaded by Housing 
Developmen t Board Chairman 
S. Dhanabalan, who is also Sin- 
gapore's Foreign Minister. 

The government regularly 
mounts campaigns urging the 
2.6 million population to help 
create a cleaner island nation. 
Environmental Minister! 
Ahmad Mattar is currently 
heading a campaign under the 
slogan. “Keep our toilets 
dean." 

It is the fifth campaign of its 
type in the past ten years, and 
Mattar concedes that victory is 
not complete: “Singaporeans 
still have a lot to learn about 
keeping toilets clean.”

London, choking 
on its own traffic . . .

LONDON: A group of Lon- 
don politicians decided to time 
it. Starting out at Pall Mall one 
boarded a bus. one hired a taxi 
and one left on foot. 

- The pedestrian, braving 
tourist crowds and nasty 
exhaust fumes, made it to the 
Eros statue at Piccadilly Circus 
in five minutes. The taxi rider 
needed 1 7 minutes to reach the 
same spot, the bus passenger 19 
minutes. 

It may have been a par- 
ticularly bad day for all concer- 
ned. But the fact remains that 
theaverage speed of motor traf- 
fic in London during peak 
periods is 18 kilometres (II 
miles) per hour. In 1974 the 
figure was 1 4 miles per hour. 

If this trend continues, 
experts warn, the day of total 
traffic paralysis may be . 
approaching in the British' 

capital 

In a city with 2.2 million reg- 
istered automobiles, an average 
8 million trips by car are under- 
taken daily. By contrast, there 
are 3.5 milli on train and tube 
rides and 2.75 million bus rides. 

Transport Secretary Peter 
Bottomley warns that the trend 
towards rse of private trans- 
portation will continue. 
Whereas in 1974 only 35.5 per 
cent of those employed in the 
capital used cars to get to work, 
the figure will rise to 45.2 per 
cent in 1991 and is projected to 
exceed 52 per cent in 2001. 


These figures represent fail- 
ing marks for London's public 
transport system. London's 
overburdened, late and dirty 
tube tr ains bit the headlines 
again last November when 31 
died in a fire at King’s Cross. 

The -official inquiry levelled 
heavy criticism at London 
T ransport Management. 

Attorney General Roger Hen- . 
dersoo warned that another 
tragedy could occur unless 
safety standards were : 
improved. , 

The criticism is clearly aimed 
at the spending cutbacks that 
have affected much of Britain's 
infrastructure. Instead of i 
investing more in public trans- 
port, authorities have trimmed 
personnel and services have , 
deteriorated. 

London Transport mean-, 
while has raised the price of a 
one-way ticket by 33 percent in , 
two years. 

Where public transport is 
failing, private interests see a 
chance for profits. A proposed 
auto tunnel under the River 
Thames would join Chiswick in 
the west and the Docklands in 
the east via an eight-lane 
thoroughfare. 

. The building firm Costain 
places a price tag of 4 billion 
pounds on the 25 -kilometre 
project. Charges for using the 
tunnel would be 5 pounds for 
cars, 10 pounds for trucks and 
25 pounds for buses, 
the project a possible source o 
interest to private investors.

NEW YORK: After the big 
shock they suffered in early 
April when strict no-smoking 
regulations took effect in New 
York City, smokers here retur- 
ned to business as usual, at least 
for d»e time being. 

Everyone is lighting up- and 
no one is really paying much, 
attention to the smoking 
regulations. 

Things will only get really 
serious in two months, when 
violators are to be fined. A lot 
ran happen until then, most 
smokers believe and newspaper 
editorialists and TV commen- 
tators agree. 

The new regulations, which 
fill three pages in New York's 
legal journal are so complex 
and so prey to interpretation 
that the City Councfl will most 
certainly have to amend them. 
“It simply isn't practical and 
can’t be enforced" is thegeneral 
attitude toward the ban. 

The United States tobacco 
industry has added to the con- 
fusion in pamphlets with “sug- 
gestions for smoking, in New 
York." Smoker’s rights 
naturally get top billing in the 
brochures. 

The’ non-smoking . utopia 
apparently lasted exactly one 
day. On Wednesday, April 6, 
no-smoking signs appeared in 
coffee shops, restaurants and 
fast-food eateries. Some 
angered smokers noticed that 
their favourite was suddenly 
off-limits because it was in the 
middle of a new non-smoking 
area. 

According to the new regula- 
tions, at least half of the seats in 
restaurants seating more than 
50 persons must be reserved for 
non-smokers. 

The huge ashtrays so com- 
monplace in airline reserva- 
tions offices, at train stations 
and airports disappeared over 
night. The regulations 
stipulates that people may no 
longersmoke while queuingup. 


All of this didn’t last long, 
Two days after the no-smoking 
push went into effect, the ash- 
trays were back in offices and 
airports. Inconsiderate smok- 
ers h$d simply put out their 
cigarettes on the carpeting, 
leaving behind ugly stains. 

Soon, waitresses were, even 
putting ashtrays on tables in 
non-smoking zones if patrons 
said they wanted to smoke. 
New York- cab drivers, 
notorious chain smokers, puf- 
fed away is. their taxis, 
oblivious to the regulation pro- 
hibiting this, 

. Smoking oa the job is among 
the most difficult aspects of the 
new campaign. The legislation 
calls for five metres smoke-free 
space around a non-smoker's 
work station. No one knows 
how this is to be guaranteed in 
New York Q'ty! Office space is 
extremely expensive here, and 
thus desks stand very close 
together in most offices. 

“How are we supposed to 
rearrange all this,” a personnel 
manager of a large New York 
real estate firm was quoted on 
television. “Where do we get 
the spaceT’ 

Smokers are leading coun- 
ter-defensives in New York and 
elsewhere. The New York res- 
taurant owners’ association is 
on the warpath. “We have to 
turn patrons away if all the 
smokers' tables' are occupied , 
and the guests insist on wanting 
to smoke. But smokers are 
usually more lucrative cus- 
tomers, they spend more on 
eating and drinking,” a spokes- 
man said. . 

Smoking zones in res- 
taurants have been filled to 
capacity lately, while non- 
smoking zones remained half- 
empty. 

Several well-off businessmen 
founded a “Smoker’s Airline” 
in California in order to get 
around the smoking ban on 
smoking on short flights which 
will take effect April 26. 

A large tobacco firm can- 
celled an 80 million dollar and 
contract with an advertising 
agency that produced a no- 
smoking ad for Northwest 
Airlines. 

Americans have the biggest 
problem dealing with a par- 
ticular aspect of theanri-smok- 
ing legislation. The legislation ' 
is not to be enforced by police. 
Officials are to punish viola- 
tions through complaints from 
nonsmokers who feel harassed. , 
Thai amounts to denunciation. ( 
a very un-American phen- 
omenon.

was greatly improved by the open- 
ing bid, wasted no time in setting the 
level of the contract. Thai left it up 
to South to make the slam. 

Obviously, there’s no problem if 
hearts break 3-2 — ihere’s only a 
dub to lose. Therefore, the problem 
lies in a possible 4-1 heart break. 
Again there’s no problem if West 
holds a singleton honor; declarer 
cashes the ace-queen and, when 
West shows out on the second 
round, lakes the marked finesse 
against the remaining honor. Alter- 
natively, if East holds a singleton 
honor, the suit can be run if declarer 
cashes his honors in a different or- 
der. But what if a defender holds a 
low singleton? 

Careful planning will circumvent 
even that holding. Win the opening 
club lead, draw trumps and cash the 
ace-king of diamonds. Now cash 
just the ace of hearts (or the queen) 
before exiting with a club. 

Since a minor-suit return will give 
declarer a ruff-sluff, whichever de- 
fender wins the dub will have to 
return a heart, if he has one. When 
that defender leads a heart, declarer 
simply allows it to run to fourth 
hand. Either he will know the suiL 
splits 3-2, or else he will have a 
finesse position against the other 
honor. Try it — you will see it works 
against either defender.

Chaseto issue Despite sharp drop in pre-tax profits 

in UK markets Big UK banks remain sound, says report 



in UK markets 

LONDON. May 22 - Chase 
Manhattan Bank stepped up its 
involvement in the increasingly 
competitive British retail-bank- 
ing busi ness by launchinga credit 
card with a markedly lower 
interest rate than its U.K. rivals, 
according to the Wall Street 
Journal. 

The US bank said it will levy an 
annual interest raLe of 16. u per 
cent for debit balances, com- 
pared with the 23 per cent to 24 
per cent charged \ early by 
Britain's four leading commer- 
cial banks. 

Chase said it also plans to pay 
5.5 per cent on credit balances 
above £10 ($18.60). This rale is 
two percentage points above that 
paid on ordinary savings 
accounts hv UK building 
societies. 

System 

The British are the most enth- 
usiastic users of credit cards in 
Europe. About 25 million cards 
have been issued, compared with 
around seven million in France, 
the region’s second- largest user 
of cards. But British issuers have 
been reluctant to follow the fall in 
bank base rates’ here over the past 
year. Their hesitancy has created 
a market gup. Chase officials say. 

Chase said its card will be lin- 
ked to the Visa payments system. 
Jeffrey Connors. Chase's vice 
president in charge of consumer 
banking in Britain, said the card 
will be targettud at “financially 
aware and credit- worthy cus- 
tomers." At a news conference, 
he explained that Chase will seek 
clients mainly among UK home- 
owners and existing credit-card 
holders who can prove they can 
meet their commitments. 

Move 

It’s difficult to assess how 
much Chase is investing in the 
new venture. Promotion costs 
would be “in the millions of 
pounds." Connors said. He 
declined to say how many clients 
Chase hopes to win. But he said 
Chase doesn't expect to make a 
profit from its card until after 
1989. 

However. Chase's move could 
pose problems for major British 
bunks' credit-card operations. 
Britain's high level of credit-card 
interest rates already is the 
subject of an investigation bv the 
government's Monopolies and 
Mergers Commission; the panel 
is expected to report its findings 
next vear. 


LONDON, May 22: The Bank of 
England gave Britain's large 
banks a dean bill of health des- 
pite a sharp drop in pre-tax profits 
Iasi year and an overall decline in 
capital as a proportion of assets, 
according lo the Wall Street 
Journal. 

In its annual review of the UK 
banking industry, the central 
bank nevertheless said it is step- 
ping up its domestic supervisory 
activities and trying to extend 
these in the international arena. 
The report also high-lighted ;i 
continuing decline in the number 
of hank* in Britain as more small 
ones close. 


The balance sheets of the eight 
largest British banking groups 
“are now generally stronger” 
than before, even though the 
average equily-lo-asset ratiofell 
to 9.8 per cent last year From 10.5 
per cent in 1986. the report said. 
Balance sheets strengthened 
because increased loan-loss 
provisions for troubled debtor 
countries improved the quality 
of banks' assets, according to the 
report. 

The central bank said it 
expects big UK banks to be able 
to meet “from the outset" an 8 
per cent risk-weighted, capital- 
io-asseLs ratio that international 


bank supervisors currently are 
negotiating. 

The supervisors from the lead- 
ing industrial countries are 
expected to agree on the S per 
cent ratio as an international 
minimum at the end of June. 

Profits 

Pretax profits Of the eight big 
British banks fell to around £620 * 
million fSl.15 billion) last year 
from £3.8 billion ($7.1 billion) 
the year before, according to the 
review. Substantial losses at 
Midland Bank PLC. Lloyds 
Bank PLC and Standard Char- 
tered PLC. as well as sharply 


reduced profits at the five other 
big banks, mainly reflected 
increased provisions for trou- 
bled debtor countries to nearly 
30 per cent to exposure at the end 
of 1 987 from just less than 10 per 
cent in 1986. 

Looking ahead, the Blank of 
England said “the prospect of a 
further sharp increase in country 
debt provisions on the scale of 
1987 has been reduced.” But it 
warned that long robust domes- 
tic earnings at big British banks 
“may come under strain” as 
competition increases in retail 
banking.

Liberalisation to continue: Tiwari 


NFW DELHI. Mu> 22: The Fin- 
ance Minister. N.D Tiwan. has 
made it clear that the process of 
liberalisation, to achieve rapid 
economic reform, would con- 
tinue. according lo Economic 
Times. 

The puce of further liberalisa- 
tion would, however, have lo be 
adjusted from lime to time lo 
take care of unforeseen external 
and domestic developments, if 
the situation so demanded, the 
finance minister said in an 
interview to the Danish 
magazine. ‘Development.’ 
Activity 

Tiwari said there wasa general 
consensus that the polic> of 
economic reform through 
liberalisation had made a ven 
positive contribution to the 
development of the Indian econ- 
omy and the go'ernment was 
committed to it. 

Ke said even though agricul- 


ture was the dominant economic 
activity, its impact on the rest of 
the economy had been less 
intense due to the successes 
achieved through the policy of 
trade liberalisation. 

Problems 

The finance minister said that 
in a liberal and competitive econ- 
omic regime, some of the factors 
failed to adjust their operations 
and were left behind. Also.duc to 
constraints of fact or mobility, 
prohlcms of adjustment arose in 
the short term. 

He agreed that some of the 
monopoly interests fell 
threatened by the emerging for- 
ces of com petition. This might be 
an imaginary fear but then it 
miulii nesertheless provide a res- 
istance to radical reform, the 
minister said. 

Tiwari said there could be 
problems ofla hour d is placemen t 


and retraining. In a democratic 
set up. due allowance had lo be 
made for the interests of different 
strata of society and the pace of 
reforms had lo be adjusted in 
order to obtain wider political 
acceptance. 

The finance minister said the 
idea behind liberalisation was to 
make the economy more com- 
petitive so that goods and 
services were available to all sec- 
tions of society at reasonable 
prices. 

Tiwari said experience had 
shown that reduction in taxation 
led lo higher tax realisation, 
thereby providing more resour- 
ces for development functions. 
This was how continued liberal- 
isation and tax reduction indirec- 
tly helped the poorer sections of 
the society. 

On the growth in GNP. the 
finance minister said the coun- 
try's gross domestic savings as 


percentage of GDP ai present 
was 22 per cent and the gross 
domestic capital formation was 
23 to 24 per cent. For developing 
countries, he felt, this was a very 
high rate. 

However, despite this high 
rate of capital formation the 
growth rale of the economy was 
five per cent only. 

Plan 

He said as envisaged in the 
plan, both the rate of saving and 
capital formation had to be'step- 
ped up further through mobilisa- 
tion of additional resources. 
Simultaneously, the efficiency of 
investment had to be improved 
manifold. 

Tiwari said if the monsoon 
during the year remained normal 
and agricultural production, as 
expected, recovered, GNP in 
1988-89 might exceed the growth 
rate offi ve per cent ach ieved dur- 
ing the sixth plan. 


EEC presents textile trade plan to GATT 


GENEVA. May 22. i Reuter i: 
The European Economic Com- 
munity yesterday presented a 
proposal to the 96-nation GATT 
under which the agency's five 
trade rules would be applied 
progressively to textiles and 

clothing. 

It reaffirmed a ministerial 
pledge made in September. ! 9.V6. 
at the launch of GATT's 
Uruguay round of trade talks 
calling for the eventual phasing 
out oT the international multi- 
fibre agreement iMFAl. 

The proposal w as submit ted to 
lhe textile group of the four -year 
round or talks, one of 14 
negotiating groups aiming to 
liberals world trade. 

Conditions 

The MFA sets overall condi- 
tions under which importing 
member countries can negotiate 
bilateral q uotas with suppliers. 1 1 
is the major exception to GATT 
free trade rules, although it is 
•administered by the textiles com- 
mittee or the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade t GATT). 

EEC chief negotiator Tran 
Van Thinh told a'ncws briefing; 
“We arc taking the initiative us 
textile importing countries to 
launch the negotiating process. 
Wc are prepared lo negotiate Lhe 
return of the multi-fibre 
agreement into the GATT." 

The 54-nut ion multi-fibre 
agreement (MFA) was renewed 


in July. l**X:.i, for five years. It 
began in 1974 and was expanded 
under lhis fourth extension — at 
US rnsisience — to cover all 
fibre*, including vegetable fibres, 
silk blends and ratnic tu linen- 
like fabric). 

Proposal 

The EEC proposal said the 12- 
naiion bloc had imported 54 per 
cent more textile and clothing 
prod uct s o\ er i he pasi two years. 
It L'.t'.e no figures. 

“Our markets are already very 
open.” on EEC negotiator told 
Reuters. “But we can’t export-a 
single shirt into South Korea. 
Textile exp orting countries have 
to show a readiness to have 
equivalent levels of market open- 
in l’.“ 

The EEC paper called for 
more data on global production 
capacity and consumption ol 
textiles, adding: ”T'nis will enable 
the group to assess whether these 
trends u r c compatible, and thus 
build up u better appreciation of 
the prospects for the develop- 
ment of trade in future years.” 
Process 

“It seems that the integration 
into GATT will have to take 
place progressively on the basis 
of a process common to all par- 
ticipants for the implementation 

of strengthened disciplines and 
for thcaclual opening of markets 

in a framework which encompas- 
ses all the products of the sector. 


the EEC plan said. 

An EEC delegate said: “There 
is no timetable. The idea is to 
havea framework solution by the 
end of the round in December 
1990, but the timetable is one 
element of the negotiation.” 

The EEC paper called for 


simultaneous progress in other 
negotiating groups of the 
Uruguay round lo permit 
integration of the textiles group 
into the GATT citing those assig- 
ned to control dumping and 
reducing subsidies and non- tariff 
measures.

Consumer prices rose 1.6 per 
cent in April from March, the 
Department of Employment 
said. The index rose 0.4 per cent 
in March from the previous 
month: 

The index, which uses a Jan- 
uary 1987 base of 100, stood at 
105.8 in April, 104.1 in March, 
and 101.8 m April 1987. 

Annual increases, in local 
property taxes and rents and 
water charges accounted for 
nearly half of the monthly rise in 
the index, the department said. 
The department added that most 
of higher duties on alcohol, 
tobacco and gas outlined in the 
budget for the current fiscal year, 
which began in April, were reflec- 
ted in prices for that month. 

Market forecasts had called 
for April's index to post an 
increase of between 1.2 per cent 
and 1. 5per cent fromMaxch, and 
an increase of 3.5 per cent to 3.8 
per cent from April 1987. 


UAE trade surplus up 
and higher growth seen 

ABU DHABL May 22, (Reuter): The United Arab Emirates' 
(UAE) trade surplus surged 27.7 per cent to IS baiioa dirhams 
($49 billion) in 1987 ami tbe economy looks set for higher growth, 
the Central Bank said today- Higher ofl prices boosted total 
exports and reexports to 44 billion dir h a ms ($12 billiOB), 16.7 per 
cent up on 1986, die bank estimated in its annual report Imports 
rose 10J per cent to 26 billion dirhams ($7.1 billion), with 
purchases from other Gulf states and some Asian countries 
growing strongly. “Tbe UAE economy has managed to poll 
throng! (past years) of lower rates of growth and is begbnmng a 
new ptee of real growth," the report said. Gross domestic 
product (GDP) at current prices rose nine per cart to 88 billion 
dirhams ($24 billion) in 1987, the report estimated. Inflation was 
five to six per cent. 

Oil exports rose IS.1 per cent in 1987 to 29 billion dirhams 
($7.9 billion), or 66 per cent of total exports and reexports. Ofl 
prices were dose to the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (Opec) benchmark of $18 a barrel. 

Tbe UAE's ofl output averaged 1.08 million barrels per day 
(bpd) in the first quarter of 1988, oil industry sources say. Tbe 
country's Opec quota is 948,000 bpd. The bank’s report said the 
decline of the dollar, to which the dirham is pegged, against other 
major cunrem±>< reduced the real value of oil earnings. 

Tbe drop in the uritam's effective rate of exchange has 
restrained the flow of imports in general and particularly lowered 
the imports of Jnxray goods,” the report said. Non-oil sector 
exports and reexports, assisted by the dollar’s decline, rose 37 JS 
per cent in 1987 to ll billion dirhams (S3 billion) . The combined 
deficits of the federal budget and the bndgetsof the UAE's seven 
emirates feD 21.6 per cent to 10.9 billion dirhams ($2.97 bOlion),

Industrial production 

increased 0-7 per cent in April 
following a revised rise of 0.7 per 
cent in March. The major con- ' 
tributory factor to' the April 
increase was a push in durable 
goods production reflecting high 
car and home appliance 
products. 

Merchandise Trade Deficit 
was $9.75 billion in March and 
followed a $13.83 billion in 
February. 

Exports rose 23 per cent to a 
record $28.97 billions. The major 
increase by sector was in man- 
ufacturing which increased to 
$19.8 billion from $16.07 billion 
in February. This reflected a rise 
in the export or telecommunica- 
tions. cars, computers, machin- 
ery and aircraft. 

Imports increased just 3.6 per 
cent to $38.72 billion. Oil 
bn ports fell in March to $3.24 
billion from a previous $3.82 
billion in February. 

Capacity utilisation increased 
0.3 per cent on the month to 82.6 
per cent. 


Housing Starts rose 0.5 per 
cent in April to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rale of i .56 1 ,000 
units. This was the third con- 
secutive rise following gains of 
2.3 per cent in March. 

Consumer Price index 
increased a seasonally adjusted 
0.4 percent in April after a 0.5 per 
cent, rise in March. Over half of 
the increase reflected gains in 
clothing, food and beverage 
prices. 

With the belter than 
anticipated trade members and 
therecem “snugging” of Federal 
Reserve policy has underpinned 
the dollar for the time being at 
current levels. We expect little 
change on this position this 
week. Emphasis will centre on 
the inflationary concerns and 
irrespective of the recent tighten- 
ing in credit, higher interest rates 
are anticipated.

Opec assets growing, says study 


ASSETS of 13 Opec countries 
held by international commer- 
cial banks soared by 58.400 
million in the fourth quarter of 
1987, according to the latest 
report of the Basle-based Bank 
for International Settlements 
(BIS). -This represented the big- 
gest increase since the third quar- 
ter of 1 9S0 and came at a time of 
general slowdown in the level of 
international banking activity. 
BIS reported. 

The biggest increase smong 
the opec states occurred in Saudi 
Arabia, whose net position vis-a- 
vis the BIS reporting banks 
improved by $2,919 million. 
Assets stood at $3,987 million 
and liabilities at $1,068 million. 
The kingdom’s net position 
increased in each quarter of 1 987 
and at the end of theyear stood at 


$43,003 million, up $9,000 
million on December 1986. 
according to Meed. 

The UAE's net position also 
strengthened unexpectedly in the 
fourth quarter, rising by $2,477 
million after remainingfairly sta- 
ble in 1987. Kuwait's position in 
the fourth quarter increased by 
$953 million, Libya's by $409 
million and Qatar’s by $293 
million. 

Iran showed a steady growth 
in net assets in 1987. A $264 
million increase in the final quar- 
ter was part of a $1,000 million 
improvement over the year.-Net 
assets in December 1987 were 
$5,859 million. Iraq's indebted- 
ness to the BIS banks improved 
sligh tly to end at $5,802 million, a 
19 percent increase on December 
1986. 


The deployment of oil export- 
ing countries’ funds was 
analysed in the Bank of 
England’s (central bank auth- 
ority’s) May 1988 financial 
bulletin. The most striking 
feature was a £2,300 million 
(54,300 million) increase in net 
investment in the UK. 

This was primarily due to the 
Kuwait Investment Office’s 
(KIO’s) purchase of shares in 
British Petroleum (BP), which 
accounted for £1,900 million 
($3,534 million) of the total. 
Overall investment in the UK by 
the oil exporters was up by 19 per 
cent on December 1987 at 
£67,70Q million ($126,000 
million). 

The countries’ funds in the US 
declined by 7.3 per cent over the 
year to December 1987 to end at 


£65.100 million ($121,000 
million). However, investments 
in government deposits 
increased by £1,800 million 
($3,300 million) to £22,500 
($42,000 million), the report 
says. 

The Bank of England bulletin 
also noted that Bahrain's posi- 
tion as an oflsbore banking cen- 
tre had declined compared with 
its rivals between December 
1980-June 1987. In 1980, 
Bahrain accounted for 8.7 per 
cent of all lending by the world's 
seven main offshore banking 
centres; this declined to 6.5 per 
cent in June 1987. The bank 
noted that the island's external 
assets reached $55,000 million at 
the end of 1984 and has since 
fluctuated around $50,000 
million. 


Wall Street in the grip of bear market 


NEW YORK, May 22. (Reuter): ' 
It took good news to prove that 
Wall Street may be in bad shape. 

Last week the United States 
reported a stunning 
improvement in its trade deficit. - 

But stocks tumbled to a three- 
month low, despite Tuesday’s 
report that the troubling US 
trade gap dropped 30 per cent to 
$9.75 billion in March. 

“If a better trade figure is 
poison, how are we going to find 
Wall Street's cure?" said Gary 
Cimenero of Fleet /Norstar Fin- 
ancial Group Inc. 

Falling 

Slock prices have been gen- 
erally failing since April and 
trading volume has been dwin- 
dling. 

Now, another of the classic 
signs of a deep slump — the 
inability to take advantage of 


good news — has been satisfied. 
~ That's why many analysts say 
Wall Street is in a bear market— 
a length period of steadily declin- 
ingprices. 

The only question is, how long 
it will last? 

This week the Dow Jones 
industrial average fell 37196 
points, or about 1.9 per cent, to 
close on Friday at 1 ,952.59. 

“The feeling that we’re in a 
bear market has just become 
pervasive over the past month or 
so,” said Brian Luedtke of Piper, 
JafTray and Hopwood in Min- 
neapolis. “But we've been in one 
for some time.” ; 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average’s 508-point drop on 
“Black Monday.” October 19, 
was followed by a recovery of 
nearly 400 points by March. But 
since April the. index has fallen 


back 150 points and the experts 
say the market will make little 
headway this year in a trading 
range between 1 ,800 and 2 J 00. 

Investors were shaken when 
federal regulators were unable 
recently to agree on stock market 
reforms in the aftermath of the 
October crash, said Bob Chris- 
tian of Provident National Bank 
in Philadelphia. 

“The feeling is there is no 
leadership in Washington and 
we’re not going to get any for at 
least a year,” he said. 

“The small investor sees the 
market as a lot of game-playing 
at this point,” said Larry Wach- 
lel of Prudent ial-Bache 

Securities. 

After the October stock crash, 
business trailed off for most 
brokers specialising in small 
investors. 


“Now, watching the market is 
like watching paint dry,” said 
Kevin Brennan, a Pnidential- 
Bacbe Securities senior vice 
president for investments. 

Trading volume on the New 
York Stock Exchange sank to 
the lowest level of 1988 on 
Friday, as only 120 million 
shares cb aD ged hands. 

Brennan, who works as a 
broker in the New' York suburb 
of Red Bank, NJ., now earns 
more fees by shifting his clients' 
funds into bonds. 

Adria Ayres, a registered assis- 
tant broker who works with 
Brennan, calls it “a flight-to- 
quality mentality.” 

The trade report could have 
given a strong positive signal to 
investors, indicating an export 
boom that should mean big 
profits for American companies.

Arab airlines 
seek to delay 
anti-noise 
ruling 

DAMASCUS, May 22, 
(Reuter): Moves by Western 
countries to ban ageing and noisy 
aircraft from their airports are 
really aimed at promoting sales 
of newer planes, a senior Arab 
aviation official said today. 

Arab airlines are seeking a 
delay in a ruling which would 
stop* many Boeing 727s from 
using Western airports by 1992, 
Major-General Adnan Al Jabi 
told Reuters. 

Jabi, Director-general of 
Syrian Air and president of the 
Arab Air Carriers Organisation 
( Aco) said the move would cosl 
developing countries hundreds 
of millions of dollars with disas- 
trous consequences for their 
economies. 

“We believe the main objective 
behind the adoption of this 
decision was to open a new 
market for the new types of 
planes which are now stocking 
the market,” he said in an 
interview. - 

He said the genera) assembly 
of the Aco, which groups all 
Arab airlines, would discuss the 
issue at a meeting in Damascus 
on Tuesday. 

“Implementation of this 
decision means the developing 
countries will have to pay 
millions of dollars to replace 
their 727 planes which constitute 
more than 60 per cent of their 
fleets," he said. 

Jabi said European airports 
had banned “first-generation” 
jet airliners like Boeing 707s and 
Douglas DC-8s from the start of 
this year, unless the engines were 
fitted with silencers. 

They had also derided to ban 
second-generation airliners like 
Boeing’s 737-100 and 727-200 
from 1992 unless the planes meet 
noise limits.

The fixed periods were quiet 
except for some business in the 
three-month maturity at 6-1/2 
per cent. All maturities were put 
at 6-5/S, 1/4 percent, near Satur- 


day’s ranges. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate was unchanged 
from Saturday at 0.27449/59 to 
the dollar.

Meanwhile, the Saudi rival 
interbank market remained 
quiet yesterday, with rates steady 
at Saturday’s levels amid lack of 
interest mainly reflecting the 
European weekend.

Eye witnesses still insist it was 
the first time they had ever seen 
stewards throwing people in the 
centre court, others claim that 
two of the middle-aged linesmen 
had begun the afternoon as ball- 
boys. 

The grim news is that a repeat 
performance is a distinct pos- 
sibility. 

Wilander. champion of 
France in 1 982 and 1 9S5. arrived 
in Paris seeking to complete the 
second leg of the Grand Slam. 


having won the Australian title at 
Flinders* Park. Melbourne, last 
January. 

The Swede, still only 23. has 
now won five Grand Slam cham- 
pionships on three different sur- 
faces — clay, grass and hard — 
something Bjorn Borg never 
achieved. 

Recent defeats in Monte Carlo 
and Rome have seen Wilander 
slip to third in the world rank- 
ings. but he remains the domin- 
ant force in the bottom half of the 
draw which is also occupied by 
his second-seeded compatriot 
Stefan Edberg.

I play every 
point of every match with inten- 
sity, I am really happy just to be 
part of it all ... the other 10 or 12 
main tournaments are a job of 
work.” 

Despite his elevation to world 
number two. Edberg admits he 
will do well to reach the last 16 on 


the slow clay of Paris. “It’s going 
to be awfully difficult for me. It's 
not impossible, but I obviously 
have more chance of winning 
Wimbledon or the US Open. 

Edberg and first-round 
opponent Karel Novacek shared 
a rare claim to fame in 1 987.
